REGULATIONS 


SHORT TITLE AND COMMENCEMENT 

I. These regulations may be called the National Film Festival Regulations, and shall come into force with 
immediate effect. 


AIMS 

2. The Festival aims at encouraging the production of films of aesthetic excellence and social relevance 
contributing to the understanding and appreciation of the film cultures of different regions of the country and 
promoting integration and unity of the nation. 

DEFINITIONS 

3. In these regulations, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a) “Board” means the Central Board of Film Certification; 

(b) “Directorate” means the Directorate of Film Festivals; 

(c) “Festival' means National Film Festival; 

(d) ‘'Producer’ includes an individual producer, a Production Company, a Government Department or 
a Government recognised Institute; and 

(c) “Right Holder” means the owner of the negative who is authorised to order prints of cinematographic 
hlms on the lab for a Particular film. 

ORGANISERS 

4. The Festival will be organised by the Directorate . or such other organisation as may be notified from 
time to time, on behalf of the Government of India. 

SECTIONS 

5. The Festival will have the following competitive sections: — 
fi) Feature Films, and 

vii) Non~Featuie Flms 

AWARDS FOR FEATURE FILMS SECTION 

6. The Awards which will be given in the Feature Films Station are given in Schedule I to these Regu¬ 
lations. 

7. If the same ifim qualifies for more than one award in any of the categories referred to at (i) to fvii), 
(xxv) and (xxvii) of Schedule I, the producer and/or the director of the film will receive only the higher award 
in that capacity, the higher award being determined on the basis of the cash component. However, this will 
not debar the producer and/or director fioni winning any award for other films. 

AWARDS FOR NON-FEATURE FILMS SECTION 

8. The awards which will be given in the Non-feature films Section are given in Schedule II to these Regu¬ 
lations. 
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DADA SAHEB PHALKE AWARD 

9. la addition to the competition awards mentioned in Schedules I & II the Government of India, in 
its discretion, will give an award called Dad* Saheb Phalke Awaid to a film personality for outstanding contri¬ 
bution to the growth and development of Indian Cinema, which will consist of a Swarna Kama!, a cash 
prize of Rs. l,c0,000 and a shawl. 

eligibility 

10. Only those persons, whose names are on the credit titles of the films, shall be eligible for the 
awards. 

11. The following films shall be eligible for entry into the two competition sections : 

(a) Those feature and non-feature films that have been produced in India and certified by the Board 
between let January and 31st December of the year pieviotis to the one in which the awards for the 
films are to be announced. 

(b) For the Featuro Films Section, only those films that have a minimum running time of 70 minutes 
and are ccitificd by the Boaid as Feature Films, lir case of award for Best Children's Films only 
such films shall be eligible as have been certified by the Board as “Children’s Film”. 

(c) For the Non-Feature Films Section, only thosa films that are certified by the Board as Documentary, 
News Reel or Non-Feature Film. 

(d) For short fiction films in Schedule II, only those films certified by Central Board of Film Certifica¬ 
tion as feature/featurttes and not exceeding 70 minutes running time, shall be eligible. 

(e) A film produced by a film institute recognised by tho Government of India shall be eligible even without 
certification by the Board, provided a specific certificate from tho Head of the Organisation to the 
effect that the film has been produced within the eligibility period, is sent alongwith the entry form- 

(f) The acceptable gauge of the film is 35mm or 16mm. 

12. The following shall be ineligible lor entry in th* oompotition : 

(a) Remark of a film that luis already won a National Awatd in a paiOcular category, 

(b) Dubbed version of a film or revised version of a film. 

LAST DATE FOR RECEIPT OF ENTRY 

13. Last date for receipt of the application alongwith tho print in the Directorate of Film Festivals shall 
be the last working day in the month of February of the year in which tho awards arc to be announced. 

PROCEDURE FOR ENTRY OF FILM 

14. fa) A film shall be entered only by its producer. 

(b) A film can bo entrered for all the awaids *r for one, or more awards in a section- 

15. The producer should Submit his/her entry in the Entry Form as in Schedule HI, in duplicate. The 
form must bo complete in all respects and should by accompanied by all the material mentioned in Regulation 
No. 16, failing which the entry is liable lo be rejected by the Directorate. 

Id. (I) Alongwith the Entry Form the following shall also be furnished by the Producer ; 
l a) An undertaking in Schedule IV. 
t,b) An undertaking in Schedule V, 

(c) A nou-refuudable entry fee of Rs. 500 for feature film and Rs. 200 for non-feature film, in 
the form of a crossed Demand Draft in favoui of “Directorate of Film Festivals’’ payable at 
the Punjab National Bank. New Delhi. 
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(2) In the case of a feature film, the following shall also be furnished alongwith the Entiy Form : 

(a) Five copies of the synopsis in English; 

(b) Short biographical sketches of producer, director, screenplay writer, leading and supporting ai lists, 
cameraman, audiographei, editor, art director, costume designer, lyricist, music director and 
palayback singer ulongwitb two photographs each : 

Provided that if a film is being entered for specific awardfs), biographical sketches and photographs 
should relate to the persons who arc to be considered for the award(s) for which entry has been made. 

(c) Twenty copies of Lyrics each in original lat guages alongwith twenty copies of the English 
translation, if the producer desires his film to be considered for the Best Lyric Award. 

(,3) hi the case of non-feature film, the following shall be furnished alongwith the Entry Form : 

(a) Ten copies of the text of the commentary in the original language alongwith ten copies of the 
transaction in English; and 

(b) short biographical sketches of the Producer, director, animator (in the case cf animation films), 
and cameraman (in the case of news film) alongwith two photographs each. 

(4) Tfie cost for sending the print and other material the Directorate is to be borne by the entrant. The 
cost of (lie return freight will be br rne by the Directorate. 

17. In case of the award for the best film providing popular and wholesome enteilainmen (in) of Schedule 
(1) only the Film Federation of India shall have the right to nominate upto a maximum of 10 films. For the 
purpose of these nominations, the Film Federation of India shall obtain applications in the prescribed form 
(from the Pioducers conecerned) and forward them to the Directorate allongwith the print of the film and 
the mnterial/infoimation referred to in Regulation 16 by the last working day in the month of February of the 
year in which the awards are to be announced. 

18. The despatch details of Re print such as the title of the film, number of reels, mode of transport, con¬ 
signment No. etc. should be communicated to the Directorate by Telegram or Telex. The Directorate reserves 
the right to reject any entry if the print is not received by the prescribed date. 



PROCEDURE FOR SELECTION 

19. (a) Awards m the competition sections will be decided by two juries, one for feature films and other 
for non-feature films and short fiction films, to be constituted by the Directorate with the approval 

of the Government of India. 

(b) The jury for feature films will be composed of a Chairman and not more than J2 members 
distinguished in the field of cinema, other allied arts and humanities; 

(c) The jury for non-feature films will be composed of a Chairman and uol more than 4 members 
distinguished in the field of cinema and humanities. 

20. (a) The Chairman of tfie Feature Film Jury, al his discretion, may constitute panels from amongst the 
members of the Jury. 

(b) The Chairman of the Feature Film Jury and the Non-Feature Film Jury may seek advice of experts 
in specialised areas, whenever necessary. 

21. Any person directly or indirectly associated with the film entered in the festival shall uot be eligible 
to serve on the jury. 

22. The juries will determine their own work procedure. 

23. The quorum for the meeting of the jury, both in case of feature and non-feature films, shall bo 50% 
of the members of the concerned jury and the Chairman. 

24. 1 ho juries shall select the award winners and give their reports to the Directdarate. 

25. The juries shall have tho discretion to recommend that an award m any particular category may not 
b« given it they arc of the opinion that tho entries in that category are not of the required standard. 
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26. The Executive Director of the Directorate and/or his nominee will be present at the time of the deli¬ 
berations of the juries in order to provide information/classifications if any, required by the juries. 

GENERAL 

27. The Producer of a feature film which wins an award under any of the categories referred to at (i) 
to (vii), (xxv) and (xxvii) of Schedule I will bo granted an additional sum of Rs. 5,000 for getting (ho 
film subtitled in any other Indian or foreign language. 

28. The decision of the Government of India in respect of matters covered by these Regulations and of 
the interpretation of these Regulations shall be final. 

29. A person submitting an entry for the award shall be deemed to have accepted these Regulations.
